The Postal Service, which replaced the 
Post Office Department July 1, worked out 
the final pact with a union subcommittee 
after 38 hours of ’roundthe-dock bargaining.

Pay of a postal worker now runs from 
17,100 per year to an average 88,700 after eight 
years.

Their agreement was said by a 
union official to represent a 33tt-per-cent 
increase in the next three years, a pact worth 
84 billion.

the strike.

Report Says in 1954 


Nuclear Weapons Draft 
Were Considered Lottery 


Set 
Today 


NEW 
YORK (AP) - The National Review has 
published what it says are secret government documents 
on Vietnam which show that the U.S. Defense department 
had a contingency plan for the “ demonstration drop” of a 
nuclear device in Indochina as early as 1964. 
The conservative magazine said the use of nuclear 
weapons was again proposed by the military in 1962 and 
that another document, dated Feb. 12, 1966, indicates the 
proposal “ remained alive within the military as well as at 
least one section o f the intelligence communities.” 
Titled “ The Secret Papers They Didn't Publish,” July 
27 issue of the magazine said the documents were from far 
more 
extensive files and had not been among 
the 
Pentagon Papers in the New 
York Times and 
the 
Washington Post. However, the National Review did not 
say whether its documents were part of the Pentagon 
study o f the Vietnam war which Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara initiated. 
A 
statement 
accompanying 
the 
issue said 
the 
documents were made available “ in protest against what 
the informant held to be distorted impressions conveyed 
by the documents published in The New York Tim es.” It 
added that editor of the National Review, columnist 
William F. Buckley Jr., “ is out of town and is not 
available for comment.” 
One document, said to be a memorandum from the 
Joint Chiefs o f Staff to McNamara on Jan. 13, 1962, 
proposed a number of “ sharply escalated measures that 
have 
been 
proposed 
and 
studied 
and 
for 
which 
contingency plans have long existed.” They were: 
—The demonstration 
drop 
of a 
nuclear device, 
followed by the use “ o f nuclear bombs and devices where 
militarily suitable” if North Vietnam failed to respond. 
—The closing o f Haiphong and Sihanoukville harbors 
and 
the 
blockade 
o f 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Cambodian coasts. 
—Rapid destruction of all North Vietnamese thermal 


power installations. 
—Destruction of the rail lines linking North Vietnam 
and China. 
—Destruction of the Red River dikes and irrigation 
systems, thus destroying a primary North Vietnamese 
food source. 
—Neutralization o f Communist China’s Hainan Island. 
As a reference for the proposal to drop a warning 
nuclear bomb, the document cited a memorandum of Ma 
26, 1864, from Admiral Arthur W. Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, to Secretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson titled “ Studies with Respect to Possible US Action 
Regarding Indochina.” The report said it included the 
recommendation “ employing atomic weapons, whenever 
possible.” 


The memorandum was dated three weeks after the 
French defeat at Dien Bien Phu, when there were no U.S. 
troops in Vietnam. Later there were reports that Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles had offered the atomic bomb 
to the French for use against the forces besieging Dien 
Bien Phu. The late historian Bernard B. Fall, in a book in 
1967 on the 56-day siege, examined these reports and 
conflicting evidence whether the use of atomic weapons 
was ever considered seriously. He concluded that Dulles 
did make such an offer but that French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault declined the offer because bombs would 
destroy the French garrison as well as the enemy. 
The National Review also reprinted a telegram which it 
said Adm. U.S. Grant Sharp, commander of U.S. forces in 
the Pacific, sent to the Joint Chiefs of Staff on Feb. 12, 
1965. It said Sharp’s command “ concurs” that there would 
be an increased “ risk of tension” with Moscow and Peking 
from a “ demonstration drop.” The telegram added that 
the impact on the North Vietnamese leadership of a 
successful high altitude drop off Haiphong harbor” was 
“ impossible to estimate directly.”

A conference committee from the House 
and Senate has been unable to agree on an 
extension of the draft law, having become

up 
on 
an Indochina warpoullout 
amendment. Some of the conferees say they 
doubt an agreement can be reached to renew 
the draft law before September. 
Tarr said the Aug. 5 drawing will involve 
two drums—one containing all 366 birthdates 
in the year and the other containing the 
number 1 through 366 which will determine 
the order of call-ups. 
If June 4 is the first birthdate drawn from 
the drum A for example, Tarr said, and 41 is 
the first number drawn from drum B, then 


all men who became 19 years old last June 4 
would be in the 41st group in line for the 
draft next year. 
After brief consultation with Secretary 
of Defense Melvin R. Laird on draft needs, 
Senate Armed Services Chairman John C. 
Stennis, D-Miss., announced Monday there 
will be no meetings this week to try to break 
the impasse. 
House-Senate negotiations will resume 
next Monday on Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield’s draft amendment calling 
for

They will not be 
achieved by senseless criticism, or by pitting major 
segments of our society against each other. 
“Our goals will be achieved,” said Mr. Cole, 
“through the relentless pursuit of knowledge for the 
benefit of mankind. It was that philosophy which led 
Eugene Kettering to found the new Engineering & 
Science Center; the Hinsdale, Illinois Medical Center, 
including the Health Museum; the Kettering Medical 
Center in Dayton; and to support such outstanding

Sloan-Kettering Institute for Cancer research; the 
University of Dayton Engineering & Science Center 
and many others.

When the question whether employees are to be 
represented by a labor union is at issue, a government 
board's edict is no subsitute for employees’ choice 
expressed in a secret election. 
This sentiment among independent business people 
is evident in results of a poll on legislation which 
would make the secret ballot box the only means 
whereby a union could gain representation rights for 
employees of a company. Target of the legislation by 
Representative Robert D. Price, of Texas, is the 
National Labor Relations Board’s practice of setting 
aside election results when it finds fault with the 
employer’s conduct and granting union representation 
on the basis of election authorization cards signed by a 
majority of employees. 
This practice has sparked frequent criticism that the 
NLRB has displayed a prounion bias. The poll by the 
National Federation of Independent Business finds 80 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
business 
people 
supporting 
Representative Price’s bill, only 12 per cent opposed 
and 8 per cent with no firm opinion. 
Responses of Missouri businessmen add up to 78 per 
cent in favor, of the bill, 13 per cent opposed and 9 
per cent undecided. 
The principle of free choice by employees, whether 
to be represented by a union or not (made clear in the 
Taft-Hartley Act), has been compromised - many 
businessmen feel - by the National Labor Relations 
Board’s decisions when it decides that an employer’s 
conduct has jeopardized a free election. 
A series of successful challenges by unions, resulting 
In representation by 
NLRB edict, has made it 
dangerous for an employer to say anything at all during 
a union-organizing campaign, Dr. Sylvester Petro, 
Professor of Law at New York University has observed. 
Unions, on the other hand, seem to enjoy the right 


of free speech in the pre-election period. 
The authorization cards, which the NLRB has used 
as the basis of union recognition, are primarily used to 
indicate that a majority of employees want the 
opportunity 
to vote on the question of union 
representation. But employers allege that the union 
can 
often 
obtain 
signatures 
by 
pressure 
or 
misrepresentation. 
And 
the 
NLRB 
itself 
has 
acknowledged that cards can be unreliable. 
In one landmark NLRB case, cards were signed by 
198 of the com|>any’s 337 employees, but the union 
was rejected by a 184-124 vote in the election. The 
union finally won recognition four years later on the 
basis of the cards, although there were then 400 
employes and 60 of the card-signers had left the 
company by then. 
The legislation by Representative Price would 
make it clear that an election would be the only means 
that a union could obtain representation rights. This 
would remove any possible criticism of union conduct 
and/or pro-union decisions by the Labor Board, and 
insure that the employees would determine their own 
destiny. Businessmen supj>orting the lt»gislation are 
concerned not for themselves alone, but also for their 
employees, who have perhaps even more at stake in 
whether the union is recogniztxi.

U.S.-WEST GERMAN 
OFFSET TALKS 
U.S. and West German negotiators will meet in 
Washington later this month or early in August to 
discuss the amount the Bonn government is willing to 
pay to offset the cost of stationing 215,000 American 
troops in West German. The most traditional offset 
agreement is one in which the German government 
buys weapons, planes and other military equipment in 
the United States. The third session of the offset 
negotiations ended without agreement on July 30, but 
both sides have decided that the next accord would be 
retroactive to July 1. 


A West German Embassy spokesman told Editorial 
Research Reports that the negotiators would not be 
“unduly influenced” by the controversy over the 
Mansfield amendment to the draft-extension bill. The 
Mansfield proposal sought a 50 per cent cut in U. S. 
forces in Europe by Dec. 31, 1971, to reduce the U.S. 
balance-of-payments deficit and to ease pressure on the 
dollar. Sen. Mansfield claims that the 525,000 U.S. 
troops and their dependents stationed in Europe are 
costing the United States $14 billion each year. In 
return, our NATO allies purchase about $600 million 
in U. S. goods. The Senate defeated the Mansfield 
resolution, 61-36, on May 
19. 
But at a press 
conference in early July, Mansfield promised to 
introduce a separate bill to reduce U. S. NATO forces 
in Euorpe if the offset talks failed to reach a more 
equitable arrangement. 


The West Germans are worried. A May 21 editorial 
in Die Welt warned: ‘‘The majorities which were 
obtained against the Mansfield amendment and some 
less radical proposals of the anti-Europeans were 
impressive in regard to numbers. But some of these 
results are deceptive. They came about because the 
extreme isolationists voted 
against some of the 
proposals which they felt did not go far enough.” 


Complicating the whole issue was Soviet Communist 
Party leader Leonid Brezhnev’s May 14 offer to 
negotiate a mutual reduction of Warsaw Pact and 
NATO troops in Central Europe. Late last year. 
President Nixon promised that there would be no 
reduction in U. S. forces in Europe unless there were 
reciprocal action from the Soviet bloc. Until agreement 
can be reached on mutual troop withdrawals - and in 
the past, similar U. S. -Soviet negotiations have been 
time-consuming and often fruitless - it is likely that the 
West Germans will be paying more and liking it less.

W ashington Post. However, the N ational Review did not 
say w hether its docum ents were part o f the Pentagon 
study o f the V ietnam war w hich D efense Secretary 
R obert S. M cNam ara initiated.

As a reference for the proposal to drop a warning 
nuclear bom b, the docum ent cited a m em orandum ofM a 
26, 1964, from Adm iral A rthur W. R adford, chairm an of the 
Jo in t Chiefs o f Staff, to Secretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson titled "S tudies w ith R espect to Possible US A ction 
Regarding Indochina.” The report said it included the 
recom m endation “em ploying atom ic w eapons, w henever 
possible.” 


The m em orandum was dated three w eeks after the 
F rench defeat at Dien Bi*n Phu, w hen there were no U.S. 
troops in Vietnam . L ater there were reports th a t Secretary 
of State Jo h n Foster Dulles had offered th e atom ic bom b 
to the French for use against the forces besieging Dien 
Bien Phu. T he late historian Bernard B. Fall, in a book in 
1967 on the 56-day siege, exam ined these reports and 
conflicting evidence w hether the use of atom ic w eapons 
was ever considered seriously. He concluded th at Dulles 
did m ake such an offer but th a t French Foreign M inister 
G eorges Bidault declined the offer because bom bs would 
destroy the French garrison as well as the enem y.

When the question whether employees are to be 
represented by a labor union is at issue, a government 
board’s edict is no subsitute for employees’ choice 
expressed in a secret election. 
This sentiment among independent business people 
is evident in results of a poll on legislation which 
would make the secret ballot box the only means 
whereby a union could gain representation rights for 
employees of a company. Target of the legislation by 
Representative Robert D. Price, of Texas, is the 
National Labor Relations Board’s practice of setting 
aside election results when it finds fault with the 
employer’s conduct and granting union representation 
on the basis of election authorization cards signed by a 
majority of employees. 
This practice has sparked frequent criticism that the 
NLRB has displayed a prounion bias. The poll by the 
National Federation of Independent Business finds 80 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
business 
people 
supporting 
Representative Price’s bill, only 12 per cent opposed 
and 8 per cent with no firm opinion. 
Responses of Missouri businessmen add up to 78 per 
cent in favor, of the bill, 13 per cent opposed and 9 
per cent undecided. 
The principle of free choice by employees, whether 
to be represented by a union or not (made clear in the 
Taft-Hartley Act), has been compromised -- many 
businessmen feel - by the 
National Labor Relations 
Board’s decisions when it decides that an employer’s 
conduct has jeopardized a free election. 
A series of successful challenges by unions, resulting 
in representation 
by 
NLRB edict, has made it 
dangerous for an employer to say anything at all during 


a union-organizing campaign, Dr. Sylvester Petro, 
Professor of Law at New York University has observed. 
Unions, on the other hand, seem to enjoy the right 


of free speech in the pre-election period. 
The authorization cards, which the NLRB has used 
as the basis of union recognition, are primarily used to 
indicate that a majority of employees want the 
opportunity 
to 
vote 
on 
the question of union 
representation. But employers allege that the union 
can 
often 
obtain 
signatures 
by 
pressure 
or 
misrepresentation. 
And 
the 
NLRB 
itself 
has 
acknowledged that cards can be unreliable. 
In one landmark NLRB cast1, cards were signed by 
198 of the company’s 337 employees, but the union 
was rejected by a 184-124 vote in the election. The 
union finally won recognition four years later on the 
basis of the cards, although there were then 400 
employes and 60 of the card-signers had left the 
company by then. 
The legislation by Representative Price would 
make it clear that an election would he the only means 
that a union could obtain representation rights. This 
would remove any possible criticism of union conduct 
and/or pro-union decisions by the Labor Board, and 
insure that the employees would determine their own 
destiny. Businessmen supporting the legislation are 
concerned not for themselves alone, but also for their 
employees, who have perhaps even more at stake in 
whether the union is recognized.

U.S.-WEST GERMAN 
OFFSET TALKS 
U.S. and West German negotiators will meet in 
Washington later this month or early in August to 
discuss the amount the Bonn government is willing to 
pay to offset the cost of stationing 215,000 American 
troops in West German. The most traditional offset 
agreement is one in which the German government 
buys weapons, planes and other military equipment in 
the United States. The third session of the offset 
negotiations ended without agreement on July 30, but 
both sides have decided that the next accord would be 
retroactive to July 1. 


A West German Embassy spokesman told Editorial 
Research Reports that the negotiators would not be 
“unduly influenced” by the controversy over the 
Mansfield amendment to the draft-extension bill. The 
Mansfield proposal sought a 50 per cent cut in U. S. 
forces in Europe by Dec. 31, 1971, to reduce the U.S. 
balance-of-payments deficit and to ease pressure on the 
dollar. Sen. Mansfield claims that the 525,000 U.S. 
troops and their dependents stationed in Europe are 
costing the United States $14 billion each year. In 
return, our NATO allies purchase about $600 million 
in U. S. goods. The Senate defeated the Mansfield 
resolution, 
61-36, 
on 
May 
19. 
But at a press 
conference in early July, Mansfield promised to 
introduce a separate bill to reduce U. S. NATO forces 
in Euorpe if the offset talks failed to reach a more 
equitable arrangement. 


ih e West Germans are worried. A May 21 editorial 
in Die Welt warned: “The majorities which were 
obtained against the Mansfield amendment and some 
less radical proposals of the anti-Europeans were 
impressive in regard to numbers. But some of these 
results are deceptive. They came about because the 
extreme 
isolationists voted 
against some of the 
proposals which they felt did not go far enough.” 


Complicating the whole issue was Soviet Communist 
Party leader Leonid Brezhnev’s May 14 offer to 
negotiate a mutual reduction of Warsaw Pact and 
NATO troops in Central Europe. Late last year, 
President Nixon promised that there would be no 
reduction in U. S. forces in Europe unless there were 
reciprocal action from the Soviet bloc. Until agreement 
can be reached on mutual troop withdrawals - and in 
the past, similar U. S. -Soviet negotiations have been 
time-consuming and often fruitless - it is likely that the 
West Germans will be paying more and liking it less.

Omar Sharif Has Found 
A Home He Likes in Paris

It was 
being a salesman in his father’s 
lumber business. “ I hated the

Sharif admits with a short laugh. 
"The customers looked so miser­ 
able, and they would tell you 
their kids were starving, but I 
had to hold on to the price." 
His father wanted him to stay 
on in the business, but Sharif 
figured a way to get out of it. " I 
started selling at a loss, and he 
had to let me go," he says. 
But Sharif always was an ac­ 
tor at heart. It started at the 
I nglish school he attended in 
Alexandria. " It felt 
so good 
when I was in a play and the kids 
applauded," he recalls, but he 
admits the idea of acting was

A somewhat reserved man, 
Sharif admits the hardest thing 
about acting is to have a private 
life.

For purposes of this 
report, the two are combined 
and the estimate is rounded off 
to 90 percent for both. 
The report is based on 1969 
figures, the latest available for 
a full year when the study was 
begun. 
Each 
alternative 
is 
theoretical, officials stressed, 
and a mix of the three would 
likely 
occur 
if 
D E S 
were 
banned. 
The study, using 1969 cattle 
numbers, shows that, if cattle 
were fed without D ES for the 
present length of time - one of 
the alternatives - the 
total 
supply 
of 
beef 
would 
be 
reduced because D ES speeds 
weight gains with less feed. 
Previous research shows that a 
reduction in supply would raise 
the farmer’s price at the time 
of slaughter, and the increase 
would likely result in a 34 cent

increase. Retail prices for other 
kinds of meats and eggs would 
also go up as public demand 
shifted 
away 
from the 
more 
expensive 
beef. 
Additional 
costs for all meat and poultry 
products could be as much as 
$2.30 
per 
person 
annually, 
officials said. 


Another alternative 
would 
be feeding the present number 
of cattle for longer periods of 
time. 
Feed 
use 
and 
time 
needed 
to 
reach 
the 
present slaughter weight would 
increase. Resultant higher costs 
of 
production 
would 
likely 
eventually 
be passed on 
to 
consumers. 


A third alternative would be 
feeding more cattle than are 
now being fed with D E S for 
the present length of time. To 
maintain the same yearly beef 
supply, more cattle would be 
needed • causing an increase in 
feedlot expenses.

slipped up on my blind side 
one evening at Sewanee, as we 
looked off the bluff toward a 
sunset.

crawling?" he invited, with all 
the fetching subtlety of his 200 
pounds plus. "Y e p ,” I chortled 
with all the enthusiasm of a 
small boy agreeing to mow the 
lawn. 
A Sunday morning, as soon 
as worship was over, we set 
forth in Harvey Templeton’s 
jeep for Salt River Cave. That’s

Cumberlands, near Anderson, 
on the Tennessee-Alabama line.

We trudged several hundred 
yards into the density, shining 
our little lights at still pools

walls

ceiling. Now and then we’d

A 
long-drown-out 
“ whoooo," 
just to 
hear the sweet and 
sonorous echoes. 
I came upon a few spotted 
salamanders 
before 
we 
had 
gone far, but they were not the

wanted. These had eyes, which 
made

common.

before long, Harvey Templeton 
spotted one of the rare sort, a
